Annual Report of the San Francisco Art Association 

for 1940 


Following is a summary of 
the Annual Report of the San 
Francisco Art Association as 
read at the annual meeting 
held at the California School 
of Fine Arts Friday evening, 
December 20, 1940. 
Committees appointed for the year 1940 
have already been listed in the Bulletin. 

The financial statement is on file. 

Business before the Board included: 
Amendments to By-laws —The office of Third 
Vice-President was created and an additional 
member added to the Executive Committee of 


the Board of Directors, by the addition of Sec. 
5 to Article VIII of the By-laws as follows: 
“The Third Vice-president shall serve for one 
year and in case of absence of the President, 
the First and Second Vice-presidents or their 
inability to act, their duties shall devolve on 
the Third Vice-president.” 

Article X, Standing Committees,was changed 
to read: Sec. II Executive Committee. “Officers 
of the Board of Directors shall form the Execu¬ 
tive Committee. Power and authority of Execu¬ 
tive Committee shall be defined as doing such 
things as are ordinarily in power of Board of 
Directors.” The article formerly read “There 






















shall be an Executive Committee consisting of 
live members. Power and authority, etc. 

New amendment to the by-laws made as 
follows: Sec. II Article XIV. “Any Constitu¬ 
tional change proposed under Article VI of the 
Constitution shall be submitted to the entire 
voting membership of the Association for a 
vote by mail and shall require for passage an 
aliirmative vote of two-thirds of such member¬ 
ship."’ 

IF omens Auxiliary —The organization of the 
Women’s Auxiliary of the San Francisco Art 
Association with Mrs. Henry Foster Dutton 
as Chairman was established. 

Phelan Traveling Scholarship —Resolution was 
adopted that the former $2,000 Phelan Travel¬ 
ing Scholarship be allocated to ten $200 Schol¬ 
arships in the California School of Fine Arts 
for the regular 1940-1941 session. 

Rosenberg Scholarship —The award was split 
and $750.00 was allotted to each, William 
Hesthal and Theodore C. Polos. There were ten 
entrants in this, the first presentation of the 
award. 

Edgar Waller Memorial Fund —Sufficient in¬ 
come from the Edgar Walter Memorial Fund 
was available to contribute $50.00 toward a 
sculpture prize at the Sixtieth Annual Exhibit 
of the Association in September. 

Jean Conrad Request —$200.00 was allocated 
from the Jean Conrad Bequest for the purchase 
of a portfolio of 42 colored and black-and- 
white reproductions of modern European 
artists. 

Federation of Arts —Messrs. William Hesthal 
and Eldridge Spencer were appointed to serve 
as delegates of the San Francisco Federation 
of Art. 

Anne Bremer Library —The additions to the 
Anne Bremer Memorial Library were as fol¬ 
lows: Books—Personal gifts from Mr. Bender, 
55; Anne Bremer Memorial Library Fund, 41; 
By others, 39; Total 135. 

On October 18, 1940, Mr. Bender forwarded 
a check for $250.00 to the Association to be 
used for the purchase of additional books for 
the Library. Other gifts include fifteen large 
portfolios of drawings by Dr. and Mrs. Hans 
Barkan and five volumes of Egyptian Art by 
Mr. Albert M. Bender. 

Another addition is a cabinet for adequate 
storage and display of the growing collection 
of reproductions which was authorized by the 
Board of Directors from funds in the Jean 
Conrad Bequest. 

Increasing use of the Library is made by stu¬ 
dents, artists of the Association and laymen. 
Resolutions —Resolutions of protest were re¬ 
ceived from unions claiming exploitation and 


professional discrimination against local artists 
in the active demonstration section of the Fine 
Arts Building at the Golden Gate International 
Exposition. 

Court Instructions —Instructions of court which 
had been filed in the matter of the estate of 
James D. Phelan, authorized the San Francisco 
Art Association to make certain changes in 
types of investment from funds now held under 
the Phelan Trust and Villa Montalvo Trust. 
Social- —In cooperation with the San Francisco 
Museum of Art, the Association held a recep¬ 
tion and preview for the Annual of Watercol- 
ors. Pastels and Tempera and the Sixtieth An¬ 
nual of Painting and Sculpture. 

Membership —The report on membership lists 
the Association members as follows: Active 
Artists, 155;Associate Artists, 66; Lay, 217; 
Honorary, 7; Life, 13. Delinquent six months 
to one year: Active Artists, 16; Associate 
Artists, 5; Lay, 7. Delinquent one year or 
more: Active Artists, 17; Associate Artists, 12; 
Lay, 3. Suspended: Lay, 1. Unfulfilled: Ac¬ 
tive Artist, 1; Associate Artists, 2; Lay, 2. Re¬ 
signed : Active Artist, 1; Associate Artists, 5; 
Lay, 11. Deceased: Active Artists, 2; Lay, 4. 
Dropped: Active Artists, 4; Associate Artists, 
3; Lay, 6. New Members: Active Artists, 11 ; 
Associate Artists, 8; Lay, 8.

$200 each, established by Mr. Albert M. Ben¬ 
der; San Francisco Museum of Art Purchase 
Prize, $300; two Parilia Purchase Prizes of 
$250 each; two Artists’ Fund Prizes for Oil 
Painting of $75 each; Edgar Walter Memorial 
Prize for Sculpture $50; William and Sara 
Gerstle Prize $100 (not awarded) ; William 
W. Crocker prize $100; John I. Walter Memo¬ 
rial Prize $50; Anonymous Prizes, two of $50 
each for sculpture, one of $50 for painting, 
one of $75 for painting; San Francisco Art 
Association Medal of First Award; San Fran¬ 
cisco Art Association Certificate of Honorable 
Mention.

T he Trustees of the James D. Phelan 
Awards announce the seventh competition 
for the year 1941-42, during which two 
fellowships will be offered, each carrying a 
stipend of $900.00, as follows: 

One fellowship in art , open to competition 
by artists devoting themselves to the field of 
water-colors. 



Association, an endow¬ 
ment fund to be given in 
Scholarships to gifted stu¬ 
dents for extended study in 
painting or sculpture. Its 
purpose is to assist excep¬ 
tional persons who have 
already demonstrated their 
ability to accomplish dis¬ 
tinguished creative work 
of professional standing. 

Although the Scholar¬ 
ship is intended for study 
abroad it is not strictly 
limited to this field. Ap¬ 
plicants desiring to pursue 
special research in this 
country will be considered. 

General terms of the 
Scholarship require that 
the applicant shall have 
been registered in the Cal¬ 
ifornia School of Fine Arts 
for at least two semesters, 
and shall have completed original work in 
painting or sculpture. Applicants shall be be¬ 
tween 25 and 35 years of age, although excep¬ 
tional persons over 35 years will be considered. 

A Committee of Selection will examine ap¬ 
plicants. The Board of Directors will make the 
award and determine the Scholarships. 

Applicants must apply for Scholarships in 
accordance with instructions contained in a 
form which will be supplied by writing to the 
San Francisco Art Association, 800 Chestnut 
Street, San Francisco. The closing date for 
receiving applicants will be March 15, 1941. 


One fellowship in art , 
open to competition by 
artists devoting themselves 
to the field of sculpture. 

(No award will be made 
in literature this year.) 

In order to be eligible 
for these awards, which 
are open to both men and 
women, the following re¬ 
quirements must be met: 

a. Applicants must be 
native born citizens of the 
State of California. 

b. They must be between 
the ages of 20 and 30. 

c. They must make ap¬ 
plication on forms espe¬ 
cially provided for the 
purpose. 

cl. They must furnish 
the names of three persons 
who have a good knowl¬ 
edge of the field in which 
the applicants are working and who are well 
acquainted with the applicant and his work. 

e. Each applicant must furnish two speci¬ 
mens representing the quality of his achieve¬ 
ment. In the case of large sculptures photo¬ 
graphs of such will be acceptable. 

A committee of award will be appointed by 
the Trustees to make recommendations to them. 

Applications for these awards should be sent 
to the office of the James D. Phelan Awards in 
Literature and Art, 507 Phelan Building, San 
Francisco, on or before the 15th of February. 
Awards will be made the 1st of April, 1941.

Report of Artists’ Council 

Officers: Mr. Timothy M. Wulff was elected to 
succeed Mr. William Hesthal as Chairman of 
the Artists Council for the year 1940. H. Oliver 
Albright continued to act as Treasurer. 
Appointments to the Artists’ Council: Mireille 
Piazzoni to succeed Ben Cunningham. Augusta 
Rathbone to succeed William Hesthal. Philip 
Pinner to succeed Augusta Rathbone who re¬ 
signed from the Artists’ Council in October. 
Elected to the Artists' Council: Antonio Soto- 
mayor, Philip Little, John Haley, Hamilton 
Wolf, Leah R. Hamilton. 

Alternates: Spencer Macky, Philip Pinner, 
Doris M. Johnson. 

Editor of the Bulletin: Mildred Rosenthal was 
elected to continue as the editor of the Bulletin. 
Financial Report: Treasurer H. Oliver Al¬ 
bright, submitted a detailed account of the 
expenditures for the past year and a statement 
showing a balance of $451.15 at the beginning 
of this fiscal period. 

Recommendations to the Board of Directors: 

1. Under date of January 16, 1940: A survey 
to promote an Art Association Sales Gallery. 
Survey submitted by the Artists’ Council. 

2. Under date of January 16, 1940: That the 
Board of Directors purchase a painting by 
Rinaldo Cuneo from Mrs. Cuneo; selection to 
be made by members of the Artists’ Council 
and price to be agreed upon by them; the 
painting to be presented to the San Francisco 
Museum of Art. Painting to be labeled: “In 
Memoriam, Rinaldo Cuneo.” 

3. Under date of February 13, 1940: That 
the Board of Directors communicate with the 
Mayor of San Francisco endorsing the idea 
presented by the Federation of Arts; that the 
Art Commission of San Francisco receive and 
set aside $2000 for the advancement of paint¬ 
ing and sculpture in the city of San Francisco. 

4. Under date of April 9, 1940: That the 
Board of Directors approve the Bulletin format 
being changed from a six page folder to a 
four-leaf, eight page pamphlet. 


5. Under date of November 6, 1940: That 
the Executive Committee of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors write to the Mayor of San Francisco and 
to the Art Commission urging funds be made 
available to make possible a successful local 
expression of National Art Week. 

Petitions to the Board of Directors: 1. Under 
date of April 22, 1940: A petition for the privi¬ 
lege of access to membership list of the San 
Francisco Art Association. 

2. Under date of June 10, 1940: A petition 
to amend Article IV of the Constitution of the 
San Francisco Art Association and give the 
artist membership of the San Francisco Art 
Association an equal voice in the affairs of the 
Association. 

Exhibitions: 1. A series of One Man Shows to 
he held in the Northeast Gallery of the San 
Francisco Museum of Art from September 8, 
1940 through to September 8, 1941. 

2. An art Association Member Show to be 
held on July 8, 1941 to July 29th, 1941 inclu¬ 
sive. Entire plans and detail for this exhibition 
are to he handled by the Artists’ Council 
at the suggestion of Dr. Grace L. McCann 
Morley. 

Scholarship: 1 . Under date of February 13, 
1940: At a regular meeting of the Artists’ 
Council, it was proposed that the Council set 
aside $17.50 to be donated to the Scholarship 
Fund of the Saturday Children’s Classes for a 
student of the children’s classes from the San 
Francisco Museum of Art. 

Nominations for the Board of Directors: 1. As 
the result of the special meeting of the Artist 
Membership of the San Francisco Art Associ¬ 
ation for the purpose of nominating two artists 
to succeed Mrs. Anne D. Bailhache and Mr. Ray 
Boynton to the Board of Directors; the names 
of Timothy M. Wulff and H. Mallette Dean 
were submitted to the Nominating Committee.

The Election 

HE recent election for new mem¬ 
bers to the Board of Directors 
of the Art Association presents, 
in clear relief, a situation that 
warrants the consideration of 
all members of the association, 
especially the lay members, 
of Directors is composed of 
twenty-one members, fourteen of which are lay 
members. New lay members to the Board (five) 
are nominated by a nominating committee ap¬ 
pointed by the Board and composed entirely of 
lay members. New artist members to the Board 
(two) are nominated by the artist membership 
at a yearly meeting of artist members, called 
for that purpose. 

This year’s meeting of artists was held in 
ihe regular manner, with the usual response. 
The main discussion before the assemblage was 
the subject of the change in the Constitution 
of the Association to equalize the number of 
artist and lay members on the Board. (This 
question of equal representation of artist and 
lay members on the Board has been a contro¬ 
versial subject for some months.) Seven can¬ 
didates were nominated by the artists present. 
The two artists who won the nomination had 
frankly stated their position as favoring equal 
representation. One artist member of the Board 
whose name came up for re-election was equally 
frank in saying that she could no longer serve 
the artists as she did not favor equal repre¬ 
sensation. 

That artists in favor of equal representation 
would be nominated to the Board was expected. 
A petition (in accordance with the By-laws) 
bad been circulated and signed by over sixty 
artists. Tbe mostly highly respected painter in 
the Bay Region had signed it. The most dis¬ 
tinguished sculptor in the West had signed it. 
Men and women responsible for important 
murals, as well as most of the prize winners in 
recent annuals had affixed their signatures to it. 
Then, to be certain that the idea of equal rep 
resentation was not just wishful thinking on 
the part of a few artists, the Artists’ Council 
had sponsored a poll of opinion. A question¬ 
naire was sent to every active artist in the Art 
Association. The response from the artists was 
more than 2 to 1 in favor of equal representa¬ 
tion. With this background the answer to this 
year’s election seemed obvious. 


But an opposition ticket for Artist members 
was presented. This ticket was sponsored by 
artists and lay members. A campaign was 
launched. Opinions were aired in the public 
press. And election day came. 

One hundred and ten members voted. The 
regular artist ticket got forty-eight votes. The 
opposition ticket received sixty-two votes. An 
analysis of the voters revealed that seventy-two 
artist members voted—thirty-seven lay mem¬ 
bers voted. A further study indicated that with¬ 
out the lay backing the 4u Artist Representatives” 
of the opposition ticket would have been defi¬ 
nitely defeated. And the conclusion is that the 
artists have not had the privilege of electing 
their own representatives. 

Now, there are many reasons why artist 
affairs should be settled by the artists. The lay 
members of the association comprise as loyal 
and sympathetic a group of men and women as 
any association could boast—but they have no 
means of being informed on artist problems. 
In the recent election the majority of lay mem¬ 
bers were completely unaware of the questions 
at issue. 

The idea of two tickets is sound. It is stimu¬ 
lating and brings members to the polls. Per¬ 
haps two tickets for lay as well as artist mem¬ 
bers would be a wise provision in the future. 

The 1940 election is over. The Art Associa¬ 
tion enters another year of great responsibili¬ 
ties. To the two women who will take their 
place on the Board we offer our best wishes. 
To the two men who were not elected we say, 
like William the Silent, that it is not necessary 
to hope in order to undertake nor to succeed 
in order to persevere. 

Note: The change in the Constitution with 
regard to equal representation of artist and lay 
members on the Board at no time suggested the 
replacement or elimination of lay members. It 
requires that artists be added to the Board to 
equalize the artists’ status. M. R.

From Harriet Whedon (Chicago) : “Have 
just returned from visiting the Newberry Li¬ 
brary and what did I find hut our S. F. Art 
Association Bulletin, well arranged in their Art 
Section. Am told they would he hound if 
printed so this could be done.” 

From Dorothy Liebes: “The ‘spread’ is per¬ 
fectly fine in the Bulletin and I am deeply 
appreciative of what you have done to stimu¬ 
late interest in this decorative art exhibit.” 

The Los Angeles County Museum, the Fresno 
Free Library, the Foundation of Western Arts, 
Los Angeles, have written asking for hack 
numbers to complete their files. 

Since the new volume this Fall we have re¬ 
ceived requests from the Bancroft Library, 
University of California, the Philadelphia 
Museum of Art, and the City Art Museum of 
St. Louis, also requesting back numbers. 

Wrote the Philadelphia Museum (August 29, 
1940) : “Thank you for continuing to send us 
your admirable Bulletin, the progressive spirit 
of which we so much admire. One issue seems 
to be lacking, etc.” 

The St. Louis Museum wrote (October 19, 
1940) : “We are very anxious to bind the S. F. 
Art Association Bulletin and find we have 
missing . . . etc.” 

From the Bancroft Library (November 6, 


1940) “will you kindly furnish the missing 
issue in order that our permanent file of your 
Bulletins will be complete.” 

The important matter before the Artists’ 
Council and the Bulletin Committee of the 
Board of Directors is the need of change in the 
Bulletin format, so that institutions desiring 
to bind it would not be hampered. A four leaf 
(8 page) folder, glued, has been under dis¬ 
cussion, but no definite decision has been 
reached. There has been called, to date, one 
meeting of the Bulletin Committee. Members 
of this committee include, besides the staff, 
Mr. Ray C. Ingram and Mr. Eldridge Spencer. 

The Editor recalls with sorrow the passing 
of an associate editor, Mr. Rinaldo Cuneo. 
However, it is with great pleasure that we 
welcome in his place Mr. Albert Bender.

Report on Montalvo 

Montalvo Society: During the year two hun¬ 
dred and eighty-four members have been en¬ 
rolled by this Sponsor Society. Members’ dues 
have been used to promote a cultural program 
of benefit to its members and the general local 
community. The Society has transferred 20% 
of its dues toward maintenance of the Founda¬ 
tion, and has wholly sponsored the Little Gal¬ 
lery of the Foundation. 

Extension — California School of Fine Arts: 
In February an extension of the California 
School of Fine Arts was established under the 
direction of Mr. Lucien Labaudt. 

(rail cry: The Art Gallery has continued 
throughout the year with monthly exhibitions, 
and has attracted many visitors to the Foun¬ 
dation. 

Artists in Residence: During the summer months 
seven persons availed themselves of the oppor¬ 
tunity to work on special projects at the Foun¬ 
dation. Mrs. Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge spent 
two weeks at the Foundation during August as 
guest of the director, and during that period 
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gave three sonata programs to the Foundation 
for the pleasure of its sponsor members. 
Administration: In June 1940, Miss Betty Barry 
was added to the staff as secretary on a part- 
time basis. 

Publicity: Articles are sent to approximately 
twenty papers every week. Local (San Jose and 
Los Gatos) publicity has been excellent. 
Groups: Over thirty art, music, theatre and 
literary groups have used the Foundation dur¬ 
ing the year. 

Summary: Progress of the work at Montalvo 
for the year, although not spectacular in char¬ 
acter, appears to be fundamentally in the right 
direction, and without costly mistakes to rec¬ 
ord. All visitors are enthusiatic as to both need 
and possibilities of this undertaking.

San Francisco Museum of Art 

M useum attendance reflects directly im¬ 
portance of exhibitions and counter 
attractions in the art field. It is the 
more remarkable therefore that during 1940, 
when major art interest was fixed on the Expo¬ 
sition's great art show, visitors will exceed 
125.000. Undoubtedly, the Picasso and Bracpie 
exhibitions, the San Francisco Art Association 
Annual falling at the beginning of the Fall 
season and the demonstration section of the 
Women Artists’ exhibition, account for this ex¬ 
cellent record, for otherwise there were no 
large nor especially publicized exhibitions. A 
part must be put down also to growing public 
interest which increases steadily year by year. 

Activities for making the art shown in the 
galleries more thoroughly understood by visi¬ 
tors continued, bringing in a total of well over 
8,000, while 33,338 children came to the gal¬ 
leries for the Saturday morning groups. 

Special activities, open to members and their 
guests as privileges of membership have been 
increased and will be stressed progressively. 

Once again the Museum has been honored by 
a substantial grant from the Carnegie Corpora¬ 
tion of New York. This time it is an experi¬ 
mental project for using micro-film in art 
instruction and is a $5,000.00 grant. 

The Museum has given welcome to related 
activities such as the series of lectures on music 
offered by the San Francisco Conservatory of 
Music and the Composer’s Forum. Though the 
exhibition program was purposely not stressed 
greatly because it was considered that all pos¬ 
sible attention should be centered on the art 
exhibition at the Exposition, the two major 
foreign showings—of the work of Braque and 
of Picasso—have equalled in scope, quality 


and importance for understanding contempo¬ 
rary art, any exhibition the Museum has ever 
presented. 

With the end of the Exposition, the San 
Francisco Museum of Art, like the other art 
organizations of the city, once more resumes 
full activities and takes its responsible part in 
carrying forward actively the cause of art 
which the Exposition promoted so admirably.

California School of Fine Arts 

I present herewith a brief report concerning 
activities of the California School of Fine 
Arts for the year ending November 30, 
1940. 

Enrollment Data: Total number of students 
without duplication of individuals for the 
School year ending May 31, 1939—550; for 
the same period ending May 31, 1940—596. 
Vacuity and Courses of Study: All of the regu¬ 
lar courses of study in the fine and applied arts 
—day, night, and Saturday classes, have been 
continued throughout this year with the addi¬ 
tion of a course in mechanical drawing and 
perspective, which was deemed necessary to 
complete the professional course offered in 
Interior Decoration, and the Teacher Training 
Course; it is also of particular value to mural 
decoration, commercial design, and crafts. Mr. 
Donald Forbes, a former member of our Fac¬ 
ulty, was appointed for this course on his 
return from a year of study at the New York 
School of Fine and Applied Arts and at Colum¬ 
bia University. 

Special emphasis has been given this year to 
the development of “Workshop” project study 
—wherein specific projects are carried out in 
the application of form, color, and design com¬ 
position to particular problems. As an exam¬ 
ple: this semester, at the request of Mr. Wal- 
demar Johansen of Stanford University, a 
group of five advanced students of Miss Hart¬ 
well’s design classes, in a series of research 
problems, made interpretations of abstract 
paintings selected from work by famous mod¬ 
ern artists, into three-dimensional designs 
adapted to the stage, through stage models to 
scale. These models will be shown in an exhi¬ 
bition at the National Convention of Theatre 
Designers and Producers to be held in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., in December. 

Many fine original designs, applied to tex¬ 
tiles through the silk screen process, have been 
produced in Miss Strieker’s Textile Class. 
Lectures: In addition to the regular lecture 
courses given through the year in History of 
Art and Anatomy, a special series of three lec- 
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Lire recitals was given last Spring by Charles 
Cooper, eminent pianist and composer, dem¬ 
onstrating the corelation in music, painting and 
sculpture. These lectures were a gift to the 
students from Mr. William L. Gerstle. 

Another valuable course of six lectures was 
given in the spring semester by Mrs. Helen van 
Cleve Park on “The History of Textiles, their 
weaves and uses.” 

Summer Session: The feature course of the 
1940 Summer Session was in Stage Craft and 
Design with Mr. Johansen, who is doing notable 
work in this field at Stanford University. It 
proved an interesting addition to the work of 
the School. Another special course, added just 
before the Session opened, was in Etching and 
Engraving Techniques conducted by S. W. 
Hayter, a distinguished English artist. 

Regular courses were given in Drawing, 
Painting, Design, Composition and Color, Ad¬ 
vertising Art, Lithography, Textile Screen 
Printing, and History of Art lectures. 
Montalvo Foundation Extension Courses: Ex¬ 
tension classes in art were opened at the Mont¬ 
alvo Foundation by the California School of 
Fine Arts February 26 of this year, with Lucien 
Labaudt as instructor. 

An Extension of the Art School Summer 
Session was held at Montalvo from July ] 
through August 31 with classes in painting by 
Mr. Labaudt and Mr. William A. Gaw of the 
School faculty, and a class for children by Mrs. 
Carolyn Hayes, former art instructor at San 
Jose State College. 

Golden Gate International Exposition 1940 : 
A representative exhibit by students of the 
School was shown again in the San Francisco 
building at the Fair. 

Traveling Exhibitions: As a method of proved 
value in extending the influence and reputation 
of the School, two exhibitions of selected work 
by advanced students are now on tour through 


High Schools and Junior Colleges—one start 
ing at San Bernardino, Bakersfield, and other 
Valley towns; the other South through the 
larger towns along the Coast to Santa Barbara. 

A large exhibition of student work was 
shown in August with the co-operation of Dr, 
Morley at the San Francisco Museum of Art. 

A School exhibit was again sent to the Uni¬ 
versity of Hawaii at Honolulu, which has now 
become an established exchange. 

Alumni Association: Continued efforts have 
been made this year by the present Officers and 
Council to maintain the interest and increase 
the membership of the Alumni Association. 
The main activity for this year is a projected 
Alumni exhibition to he held in May, 1941, at 
ihe San Francisco Museum of Art, which it is 
hoped will reflect the development of the 
School throughout its history. 

Scholarships and Awards: In December, 1939, 
three full time scholarships and $300 from 
the Anne Bremer Memorial Fund were awarded 
as aids to continued study for the Spring sem¬ 
ester, January to May, 1940. In May, 1940, the 
following awards were made for the 1940-41 
Regular Session: Virgil Williams Scholarship, 
Angus Gordon Boggs Scholarship, Anne 
Bremer Memorial Fund Scholarship, James D. 
Phelan Scholarships, I. N. Walter Sculpture 
Prize, four High School Scholarships and the 
Latham Foundation Scholarship. 

Midwinter Student Exhibition: The Sixth An¬ 
nual Midwinter Exhibition sponsored by the 
Associated Student Body of the School is now 
being shown in the School galleries, and will 
remain open to the public through January. 
The sum of fifty dollars, raised by the students, 
was awarded in ten five dollar prizes by a 
Student Jury, and a special prize of $10, do¬ 
nated by Mr. William Gerstle, was given by 
popular vote at the opening preview.
